Chair¬ 
man John O. Illiim<ir and TruHtceH .1. 
C, I'esler are the members askiiiK to 
be relieved of their official duties. The 
trustees voted to adjourn until next 
Thursday evening? when the matter of 
fillinK the vacancies will be taken up. 

Chairman Itlumer’s reslKuatlon came 
as a surpriae to the other memberH of 
the board. He was unable to t)<> pres¬ 
ent in person ami his eoiniuunication 
was read by Clerk I’erry. It is as 
fi.llows; 

To My Co-Members of the H»iard of 

Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre, 

Oentlemen: I would remind you that 
early In June last. Immediately after 
the water plant was taken over by 
the city, 1 was induced, under cain- 
siderable prcHSure from the then mem¬ 
bers of the board, and others, to al¬ 
low myself to be elected a trustee, to 
till the vacancy created by the reslKna- 
tlon of Mr. C. \V. Jones. 

I accepted the position with Kreat ro- 
lu( tance, with the hope that 1 rnlKht 
hi f service In orKanixiuK a city wa¬ 
ter detiartment, hut with the distinct 
understaildlnK, inibllcly expressed, and 
recorderl in your minutes, that my ser- 
vlc*'S would only be available for i 
few inonthH. 

Since that time ymt have orKanl/,".! 
a water department, you have, with the 
assistance of .Mr. .Max Wolff, and undiT 
the Icttal suiiervision of .vour attorney, 
Mr. MontKomery, hud compiled and 
published an ordinance rcKUlatins the 
i.se of water In the city. 

Your auditors, the HasUervllle Audit 
C«.., have arraiiKed a set of books for 
the water department which are now 
in use. 

Your enBlneer. Mr. HIxby, has pre- 
[lareil the needful ihita, and a recent 
liderview with .Mr. William Mnllnd- 
land, has put you in a iiosition to avail 
yiairs**l\a‘s on re.asoiiable terms of the 
wide experience and expert advice of 
that etidnent consultiiut eiiBlneer as 
to piisslble future developments of 
water, and esiaadally hi regard to the 
completion and eiiuliimeiit of Well 
.\o. U. 

Your municipal accounts have been 
audited, rc-orKani/.ed and situplllleil, 
and your whole s.vslcin of accounts so 
adjusted that from now on, the loy.d 
and elTectIve service of yinir oltlcers, 
combined with your careful supervi¬ 
sion and periodic audits, are all that 
Is reiiuired to assure the conduct of 
the affnirs* of the city on a sound 
business basis. 

In the adjustment of all the forcKi- 
iiiK affairs, and in other business of the 
cit.v 1 have worked with you harmo- 
nieusly to the best of my abillt>'. onl.\ 
one difference of opinion—where a vi¬ 
tal principle was concerned—liavInK 
arisen between us. 

And now the time has arrived when 
I feel that 1 can consclenUously ask to 
lu' relieved of the resiionslbllty which I 
temporarily nssurneil In .Tune last. 1 
had planned to be at your ineetinM: this 
evi'ninK but ant at iiresent incapacitat¬ 
ed by Illness from attendliiK. 

I Hunu'fore now resiiecltully submit 
to you my realBimtlon as a city truste ', 
t.) take effect forthwith. At the sam.- 
time I desire to thunk the members ,>f 
the board, and the city officials for 
tlndr consideration and courtesy sltown 
me at all times.

He had Hied It with the clerk 
the previous day without knowing that 
Mr. Hlumer’s resignation was coming 
so soon. He briefly asked the board to 
accept his resignation, to take effect 
at the close of the meeting. By ad¬ 
journing the session for another week 
without acting on the resignation the 
trustees complied with the advice of 
(Mty Attorney Montgomery not to let 
the membership of the board fall be¬ 
low four members.

In addition to the two places on the 
bi.ifrtl to he (Tiled the chairmanship Is 
Involved. The matter of taking Imme¬ 
diate action was dlsoussed hut no one 
lined to offer noinlniitlons and It was 
thought beat to off action until

Advice of William Mulholland will 
be sec ured by the city on the water 
Hlluiition with particular reference to 
the estalillshing of an intake for the 
elty water system near the Quarter 
Way In the I.,lttle Santa Anita, the 
hulkheading of water tunnels to lin- 
Iicund ground water in the lower can¬ 
yon, and the completion of Well No. 
2, together with pumping equipment, 
('halrinun Blumer notilled the board In 
writing that he had Interviewed .Mr. 
Mulholland on the subject and that he 
would make an examination and rec¬ 
ommendations for the sum of $160. On 
motion of Trustee Stelnherger, second¬ 
ed by Trustee I'egler, the trustees au- 
thorl/.ed City TOngineer Hlxhy to ar¬ 
range for an ai)|)olntment with Mr. 
Mulholland to go over the ground with 
the board members. 

City Kngineer Bixby was authorized 
to preiiare a iilan for reconstruction 
of the culvert across (irand View ave¬ 
nue west of Adams street with a view 
to preventing such trouble us has re¬ 
sulted ill time of storm water How. 

Dale Bowen was awarded the Job 
of repairing curbs, gutters and cul¬ 
verts on South Huldwin and Flast Cen¬ 
tral avenues for the sum of $70, being 
the lowest hid submitted. 

Sustains Ordinance 

City Attorney Montgomery reported 
regarding the validity of Ordinance No. 
2-1 restricting sanitariums from certain 
districts of the cit.v. He said that so 
fur as those portions of the ordinance 
under which eomiiluints hud been (lied 
were eoneerneil the ordlminee was un¬ 
doubtedly vallil but that prosecution 
of alleged offenders was not the duty 
of the board of trustees but of the 
city marshal. Ho said he had made a 
similar report to the hoard of health 
with whom the eomplalnts had been 
filed.

CATTELL FOR STATE BOARD 

H. (i. (’attell of T’lisadena. candidate 
for the .State Hoard of bkiuallzation. 
was a Sierra Madre visitor on Thurs¬ 
day. The fourth equalization district 
ineludis practically the eulirc portion 
of the stale lying south of San Fran¬ 
cisco. The district contains mure than 
half of the stale's area, more than half 
the popniatiun anil more limn half the 
valuation. The duties of the Hoard of 
Kquiillzatlon are non-polltical but ex¬ 
tremely Imiiortant. Among other things 
the eounly assessors of the state prac¬ 
tically work under supervision of the 
state hoiird, who establish a uniform 
biisls of valuations for the entire state. 
’I'he board also appraises all the rail¬ 
road and other corporation property In 
Hie .stale for taxation purposes. These 
duties show the absolute necessity for 
having in the ottlee a man of large 
ability, accustomed to large business 
affairs, and entirely free from cor¬ 
poration inlluence or control. Mr. Cat- 
tell's record and standing prove him 
to be well (Itted for the Job. He has 
served as elty couneiiman In I’asadena, 
and as member of the California gen¬ 
eral assemhly, where he was speaker 
pro tern. He Introduced the equal suf¬ 
frage amendment In the assemhly. Mr, 
Cattell Is a man of largo business af¬ 
fairs, being president of a large trans¬ 
fer and storage eoncern, and actively 
interested In large land enterprises in 
the north. IW* has Just returned from 
a tour which covered practically the 
entire district and reports a very fav- 
orahle reception. He has the cordial 
mlorsement of a large number of men 
of Inlluence In all iiartles.

Foreign Exhibits Already Re¬ 
ceived and Others to Be 
Better Than Expected 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—On Sep¬ 
tember 24th Secretary of State William 
Jennings Bryan issued a formal an¬ 
nouncement to the effe<!t that no for¬ 
eign country had withdrawn from Its 
IiartlclptUlon In the I’anama-Paelllc 
Kxposltlon. 

Since .Mr. Bryan’s announcement 
many large consignments of costly ex¬ 
hibits from Kurope and other countries 
have reached San Francisco and a num¬ 
ber of chartered steamers will soon 
leave with great loads of exhibits for 
tlibs city. 

Thousands of friends of the exposi- 
tUin have detailed Information as to Its 
progress, especially Insofar ns foreign 
participation Is concerned. 

A summary of the present status of 
the exposition discloses that many FTu- 
ropean nations, associations of exhibit¬ 
ors, and individual exhibitors will be 
reiiresented at the exposition; that 
there will be many important entries 
from Kurope In the various events. 

Funds Increased 

Several of the European nations have 
Increased their funds for participation 
since the outbreak of the war; others 
have made appropriations contemplat¬ 
ed but not ratified before the com¬ 
mencement of the conflict. 

In addition to the participation ot 
the foreign countries an unprecedented 
number of selective exhibits will be 
shown from South America, the I'nlt- 
ed States, Canada and the Drlental 
countries, plans for exhibition from 
these regions having been greatly am- 
plKled during the |iast six weeks. 

During the week ending October 11 
the first shipment of exhibits reached 
San Francisco from Holland; these 
I'oinpriseil live earliMids of rare bulbs 
and plants gathered by the government 
eommission in each of the provinces 
of The Netherlands. Shliimenls of ex¬ 
hibits during the week were received 
from Duxemburg, from Ireland and 
from France. A large consignment of 
*exhil)ita from laindon was Installed In 
Palace of Mines, carloads of social 

economy exhibits. Including wax and 
glass niodids Illustrating hygienic im¬ 
provements In factories and made un¬ 
der the supervision of tlie celebrated 
Dr. I'hillp Rauer of Stuttgart, have 
reached the city. .More than live hun¬ 
dred tons of oxhilills and materials for 
the Japanese displays and paviliisis are 
leaving Jai>an In two shliunenls, one 
of which is scheduled to arrive with¬ 
in a few days, 

■Many entries have been received In 
the live stock and other events from 
Kunipean countries and elsewhere dur¬ 
ing the past few days. 

Main Buildings Compistsd 

The eonstruetlon of the exposition Is 
far advanced. The main exhibit sec¬ 
tion is completed; the installation of 
Hie works of famous sculptors, embrac¬ 
ing more than eight hundred different 
Iiieee.s and groups of statuary, is 7.6 per 
cent completed; the landscaping of the 
exposition .grounds and courts Is 82 per 
cent completed; hundreds of thousands 
of acacias, rhododendrons, tree ferns, 
orange trees, date palms, rare shrubs 
and ornamental idants, brought from 
the f;ir corners of the world, are now 
Ihrlving in their new environment. 

Work has progressed far upon the 
"Zone." the amusement section, which 
g ves evidence of its high educational 
character and great intrinsic worth; an 
outlay of $10,000,000 will he made In 
this section when completed and more 
than seven fliousand persons will he 
there employed during the exposition. 

In the vast section devoted to the 
Iiavlllons of the nations and the build¬ 
ings of the American states a large 
number of the huge eiUtlces are fln- 
Ished and others are rapidly nearing 
completion.

On Saturday, one of the largest ten¬ 
nis tournaments ever held here will take 
place on the court of Mr. T. R. Yerxa 
on Baldwin avenue. The tournament 
will probably be held successive Sat¬ 
urdays for several weeks^ and will be 
started Saturday morning.

Ham. J, N. Hawks, Oustave Jansen, 
Victor Hill.

Table Shows What You Pay for 
When You Settle With 
Tax Collector 

The News has received from County 
Assessor Kd W. Hopkins a detailed 
stateniehl of the purposes for which 
the various tax levies are to be ap¬ 
portioned, also affording a comparison 
with last year's rate. The table shows 
an Increase of 55 cent.s on each $100 
valuation for all purposes. The Increase 
includes 10 cents In the county rate, 
25 cents in the school rate and 20 cents 
in the city rate. In connection with 
the advance in the city rate it should 
be remembered that on account of the 
change in the date of the city's liscal 
year it was necessary to make a levy 
to cover a period of 16 months instead 
of 12 months as usual. The municipal 
rate was omitted from .Mr. Hopkins’ 
table for 1913, doubtless for the reason 
that the assessment and collection of 
municipal taxes was not at that time 
handled by the county. Consequently 
the editor has taken the liberty to in¬ 
sert the municipal rate in the 1913 
table to make the comparison com¬ 
plete and fair. .Mr. Hopkins’ letter fol¬ 
lows:

the limits of Sierra Madre city.

! Theories of Ventilation. 

I Crowther, the English srleiitist, #t- 

I tacks Kue of the iiiost cheiishiKl of our 
hyKieiilc iiotious with u luf;lc that com¬ 
pels respectful attention. His conten¬ 
tion Is that elhclent ventilation does 
not dei>eud upon the chemical purity 
of the air. The attempt should be to 
secure motion, coolness and dryness 
rather than to displace one body of 
air by another. 

He denies that there Is a toxic or¬ 
ganic substance In the atmosphere as 
the result of human exhalations and 
chulIcnKes those who disagree with 
him to their proofs, as the existence of 
such i>olsons has never been scientif¬ 
ically demonstrated. 

The luuKs, according to him, are 
never filled with air some of which 
has not been exhaled. Inhalation fol¬ 
lows so closely upon exhalation In 
normal breathing that a portion of the 
air that has Just left the lungs Is In¬ 
variably drawn back Into them. 

Exhaustive experiments show that 
the amount of air thus returned Is 
from 1 to 2 per cent in persons remain¬ 
ing quietly Indoors. It Is from 4 to 
10 per cent In those asleep in bed. 
There are certain sections of the re¬ 
spiratory appuratus, moreover, the 
nose and the larger bronchi, In which 
exhaled air always lingers. It thus 
appears that the air In the lungs Is al- j 
ways heavily contaminated with their 
own excreting gases, even lu outdoor : 
life, and the dead spaces make It cer- ! 
tain that this contamination will not 
deciease. 

It Is not worth while, so the doctor 
argues, to pay much attention to the ■ 
■nail amount of carbon dioxide In tlie j 
atmosphere, therefore, and If the air Is 
kept lu motion and not permitted to be- i 
come too moist or warm the necessary 
ends of ventilation will he subserved 
—CliiclnuaU Commercial Tribune. 


Worthy Judges 


By Ernest H. Cherrington. 

Agents of foreign liquor corpora¬ 
tions, operating In Washington, Ore¬ 
gon and California under various 
aliases, are putting out so-called "ad¬ 
vertising” In papers that will print 
that sort of thing, juggling with cen¬ 
sus statistics of crime In Kansas and 
other states. The purpose of the Jug¬ 
gling Is to lead people to believe that 
the more the people oppose the liquor 
traffic, the more drunkenness and 
crime will result. 

The exact truth about this whole 
matter is contained In the following 
I census statistics, the states being 
classified as to their attitude toward 
the liquor business. The statistics 
given are census statistics for 1910:

The above table is not a fair com¬ 
parison for two reasons: In the cities 
of Georgia and the cities of Tennessee 
prohibition was not well enforced at 
the time these census reports were 
made. The system of arrests, more¬ 
over, in the southern states, especial¬ 
ly in Georgia, makes a vast difference 
In statistics of this kind. For In¬ 
stance, a man may be arrested for 
mere loitering In Georgia when the 
same man would not be touched In 
Wisconsin. A drunken man In Atlan¬ 
ta would bo promptly arrested, while 
under the policy In Milwaukee ho 
would be put on a street car and sent 
home. However, simply leaving out 
these two states where the failure to 
strictly enforce the law In the large 
cities, from which a large portion of 
the above prisoners come, the showing 
for ail the other prohibition states Is 
as follows:

Few p4'r!iuna have any Idea what 
tremendous chaugea In the atmosphere 
are iiidlcutetl by such a rise or fall of 
an inch lu the barometer. 

A cubic Inch of mercury weighs a 
half (lound. When the mercury fulls 
an inch a weight of one ton is re¬ 
moved from every 4,lJ00 s(juure Inches 
of surface. This Is a ton for every 
area five and one-quarter feet square 
If your house, for Instance, Is by 
40 feet, with an area of 1,0<X) square 
feet, a load of aliout thirty-six tons Is 
lifted from the roof every time the 
barometer shows an Inch fall—that Is, 
a thlrty-sIx ton load would be lifted 
If the house were air tight. Hut as air 
presses In every direction there Is as 
much of a push upward against the 
roof from below as there Is of a push 
downward from aliove. So the roof 
actually feels no effect from the re¬ 
moval of this heavy load. 

In the same way a man of average 
slae would be relieved of a weight of 
about a ton and a half If there were 
no air chambers In the human bodj". 

It has been figured that a fall of an 
Inch In the barometer over a territory 
4410 miles square removes n weight 
from the surface of the earth of Itk).- 
000.000,1810 tons If this were loaded 
on freight cars, twenty tons to the 
car and thirty cars to the train, more 
than 200.000,000 trains would lie re¬ 
quired to move It.

DRYS SWEEP VIRGINIA 


Charles W. Bell 


The People Declare for Statewide Pro¬ 
hibition By 38,000 Majority, 

Richmond, \’a.—The statewide elec¬ 
tion held hen on September 22 re¬ 
sulted in an overwhelming victory for 
the drys. As the rural returns come 
in, the majority reported has grown 
until the returns, now practically com¬ 
plete, show a dry majority of about 
38,000. 

The returns show that the people 
voted about two to one in favor of the 
statewide dry policy. Every county 
in the state except three showed up 
with dry majorities. Every congres¬ 
sional district in the state except one 
returned a dry majority. 

The victory was staggering in its 
completeness. The wets and drys 
are alike stunned by the overwhelm¬ 
ing character of the victory. 

The liquor element worked under 
an alias, just as they are doing in 
California, Washington and Oregon. 
They there operated under the alias 
of a “Home Rule League” and clamor¬ 
ed for county option in order to defeat 
statewide prohibition. The “county 
option” campaign was conducted by 
the notorious Ed Hirsch of Baltimore, 
who has been registered at the office 
of the secretary of state of Maryland 
as a lobbyist "against county option!" 

The liquor men spent a barrel of 
moiuy trying to convince the people 
that the saloon was a good thing, but 
they failed to make any impression. 

Virginia now makes ten states that 
are under the statewide dry policy. 
The others are Maine, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma, Kansas, Gimrgiu, West Vir¬ 
ginia. 

The new Virginia law goes into ef¬ 
fect in 1916, thus giving the liquor 
dealers a little time to close out their 
business.
